1 . ^’Anaudan Nayar, late Constable . On 23rd November 19.35, tw^o booHf^ans of Paini Town were 

brought to Paliii Town Police station by tins Constable 
and another after their arrest for drunken and disorderly 
behaviour. In the ab.sence of li/indciifFs the prisoners had 
their arms bound with a cloth as they tended to be violent. 
At the station the Sub-Inspector directed the Head Cons- 
table to untie the men and charge-sheet them under the 
Towns Nuisance Act. They wore accordingly untied. 
While the Head Constable was making the necessary entries 
in station records, one of the arrested men pulled out a knife 
and suddenly attacked him with it inflicting injuries which 
proved fatal. Constable Anandan Nayar, the only man 
in the vicinity at the time, although unarmed, went to his 
Head Constable’s rescue without he.sitatlon and tackled the 
armed murderer. His courageous action unfortunately proved 
unavailing as the murderer stabbed him also, the knife pene- 
trating the lungs, and then mode good his escape. The Cons- 
table afterwards died of the wound. Ho had risked his life 
with great gallantry. 


'M. K, By. Chelamalasctt, I Venkata On 13th July 1936, Sub-Inspcctor 0. V. Suhbayya Nayudu, who 
Subbayya Nayudu, late Sub- was investigating a burglary case received information that one 
Inspector of Police. Neelam Vberaswamy a notorious leader of a gang of hooHganB 

in Baj)atla was impheated in the case and was in possession 
of some of the stolen property. The Sub-Inspector accom- 
panied by a Hoad Constable and a Constable proceeded to the 
house of t'eeraswamy with a view to search it. Veeraswamy 
retreated into his house on the approach of the Poheo and 
emerging therefrom armed with a .spear rushed at the Sub- 
Insjjcctor and inflicted a fatal wound wliioh pierced through 
the Sub-Inspector’s abdomen. He withdi’ew the spear and 
aimed a second stab which tlie Sub-Inspector avoided. 
The Sub-Iiispoelor, befoj-e collapsing, bad the strength, 
resolution and courage to draw bis revolver and shoot his 
assailant down. Veeraswamy died on the spot. The Sub- 
Inspcctor coHapso<l after bis effort and died in hospital that 
night. Though mortally woimded the Sub-Inspector acted 
with the greatest intrepidity and his courage deserves the 
highest recognition.

This officer was enlisted as a Sub-Inspector of Police in 1906. 
On completion of his training, he was posted to the Tan j ore 
District where his hard work and devotion to duty earned for 
him early promotion as Irispcctor, He continued to earn the 
approbation of bis superior officers and in 1921, after ten 
years cotitinnous service as Oirclo Inspector, was selected for 
promotion to Gazetted Rank, During the non-oo-operation 
movn'ment of 1921-1922 he performed valuable service in

where he continued to do good work. In 1927 he served in 
the Sivaganga Sub-Division whore he discharged his duty 
faithfully and well, earning considerable appreciation in con- 
nection with the notorious factions in the Chottinad and in the 
early days of the first Civil Disobedience movement. In May 
1931 he was selected for the important post of Deputy Super- 
intendent, Office of the Inspector-General of Polioe, a post 
which ho hold for three years with credit to himself and very 
considerable benefit to the superior officers and his own sub- 
ordinates. In May 1934 he was posted as Assistant Commis- 
sioner, Crime Branch, in the Madras City Police where his 
long service in the executive and the ministerial experience 
in the Office of the Inspector General of Police enabled him 
to control the investigating staff and Criminal Eecord Section 
of the City Crime Branch, with skill and success. He took a 
prominent part in the investigation of several important and 
complicated oases. 

He has now completed over thirty years of service which has been 
marked by a devotion to duty which it would be difficult to 
overestimate. He has, throughout his long career, borne an 
irreproachable character. 

This officer entered service as a Sub-Inspector in 1907 and was 
in charge of several important stations in Coimbatore District 
rmtil he was promoted in August 1919 to the rank of Inspector 
in the same district in appreciation of his excellent services. 
As Inspector he distinguished himself and showed conspi- 
cuous ability in the successful conduct of important and 
difficult cases whioh needed intelligent, careful and delicate 
handling. His work when in Gobi circle against dangerous 
members of the notorious criminal tribes of Koravars and 
Valayars, who were an incessant somoe of trouble in the Coim- 
batore District, was particularly noteworthy. In recognition 
of his ability, zeal and efficiency, he was promoted as Deputy 
Superintendent of Police in which capacity he rendered valuable 
service in Negapatam, Salem, Dharapuram, Hosur and Madura 
sub-divisions. He was transferred in June 1929 to his present 
post of Deputy Superintendent of Polioe, Special Branch, 
C. I. D. His services in tliis post have been of an outstand- 
ing nature, his work in oonnootion with the Madras 
Conspiracy and other cases having been particularly meri- 
torious. His long service has boon throughout distinguished 
by exceptional ability and merit. 

Inspector Usman was enlisted in the Madras Polioe as a Sub- 
Inspector in 1906. In the South Arcot District to which he 
was attached in the years 1909 — 1918 this officer distinguished 
himself by rigorous action against notorious local criminals, 
including a dangerous dacoit whose arrest he scoured after a 
stem chase and hand to hand fight in the jungles of Selliam- 
palayam. He was promoted to Inspector’s rank in 1920 
and after distinguished service in the districts of South 
Arcot and Eamnod during the course of whioh ho played 
a leading part in the suppression of the non-co-operation 
campaign, ho was selected for duty in the Crime Branch 
at the Madras City Police in 1930. In this capacity he con- 
tinued to display his marked ability as an investigating officer 
and did valuable work in numerous important cases. 

He was selected for promotion to Gazetted rank and actually 
acted as Deputy Superintendent of Poh'oe on two oocasions. 
For private reasons ho had voluntarily to forego such promo- 
tion. Throughout his service he has discharged his duties 
conscientiously and efficiently. 

This officer joined the service as a Sub-Inspector in 1908, and 
while still a probationer successfully rounded up a dangerous 
criminal gang of Erukalas. In 1912 he was promoted as 
Inspector and rendered distinguished service in the Guntur, 
Kistna and Godavari districts. In Bezwada — a hot-bed of 
prime and pohtioal trouble, — from 1918 to 1923 his work waa

outstanding, particularly in connection 'with the non-co-opera- 
tion movement. Throughout the critical period he displayed 
physical and moral courage of a high order and handled diffi- 
cult and trying situations in a resourceful manner. 

While in Boz-wada he effectively raided and broke up a dangerous 
gang of Erukalas, and when in charge of the Bhadraohalam 
sub-division brought to book two dangerous gangs. 

In Juno 1930, ho was tran,sferred to the C. I, D., where he took 
charge of the Gang Section, which was then in its infancy, 
and developed it into a highly organised and effective system 
of control of criminal gangs throughout the presidency. His 
zeal and energy in this department, coupled with his wide 
knowledge of criminal gangs, and his persistent encouragement 
to the District Police have contributed largely to the good 
results in dealing with criminal gangs. 

His long service has been distinguished throughout by exceptional 
merit and ability. 


BOMBAY. 

7. ^Krishna Vishram Sawant, late A gang of Thakurs under the leadership of Ladya Madhwa of 

Constable. 8hinganwadi, Taluka Rajur, District Ahmednagar had com- 

mitted several dacoities in Thana District. On the night of 
11th November 1936 the gang, consisting of eight desperadoes 
headed by Ladya, committed dacoities at two hamlets of 
C!honde village under Kinavli Pohee Station. Head Cons- 
table Trimbak Sakbaram Sawant and Constable Krishna 
Vishram Sawant of the Dolkhamb Outpost, on receipt of 
information next day about the offences, proceeded to the 
scene and made enquiries. In the evening at about 8 P.M, 
when these two policemen were eating their food, the dacoits 
suddenly came upon them and at once attacked the Hoad 
Constable with swords and sticks. Constable Krishna Vishram 
Sawant at once came to the rescue of the Head Constable, who 
was severely wounded and unconscious, and tried to protect 
him. All members of the gang then turned on the Constable 
who died on the spot after reoei'vmg 14 wounds. His gallant 
action saved the life of his Head Constable at the cost of his 
own, 

8, Norman Percival Arthur Smith, Mr. Smith joined the Indian Police in 1912. After varying ex- 

I* P- pcricnces in Districts, he served in the Sind Criminal Investiga- 

tion Department from April 1926 to April 1928 and established 
the reputation of being a very sound and capable officer. 
Prom 1929 to 1932 Mr. Smith held the post of Assistant to the 
Inspector General of Poffee. During the whole of the Civil 
Disobedience Movement he had to carry a very heavy burden 
in dealing with the many novel and serious administration 
piroblems which required solution at that time. Mr. Smith 
was later selected on two occasions to officiate in the Intelli- 
geuce Bureau, Delhi and has recently been appointed Central 
iTjtolIigenco Officer, Bombay Presidency. Throughout his 
twenty-four years’ service Mr, Smith has done consistetitly 
valuable and conspicuous work in executive and special 
appointments. 

0. *Nathokhan Bhaikhan, late On the morning of the 27th May 1936 at about 6 a,m. Constable 

Constable. Nathekhan Bhaikhan of tho Ahmedabad Police was retiimmg 

to his Lines after night duty. While crossing the Sabarmati 
river bed he noticed a group of seven men sitting beside a bundle 
which he suspected contained stolen property. Single-handed 
he went forward and challenged them. The gang immediately 
attacked him, Tho Constable was struck on the eye by one 
assailant but despite his wound ho proceeded to tackle and 
strike an assailant with a lathi, which was his only weapon. 
Ho was, however, overwhelmed by numbers and was stabbed 
twice on tho back, one blow penetrating a lung. His assailants 
then flod leaving the Constable to struggle homo alone to his 
Lines. He was taken at once to hospital where ho died from 
septicaimia on 7th June. The Constable’s courage in 
attacking single-handed a gang of spveu suspected thieves 
merits recognition. 
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BENGAL. 

P. Mr. iS. N. Ohatarji joined tie Imperial Police in 1926 and his 
sorvieo has been marked throuKhont by keenness and ability 
of n high order. Towards the end of 1933 ho joined the Dinaj- 
pnr district as officiating Superintendent of Police. In tho 
course of the next two years Mr. Chatarji by hie diligence, 
p)er,severance and enterprise was successful in breaking up 
the ramifications of the terrorist parties in that district. He 
inspired his subordinates with his own enthusiasm and his 
•work in dealing with the terrorist conspiracies has been ex- 
ceptionally mtintori<ju&. Ho haei played a very important part 
in the general campaign against terrorism in the Province. 

11 , Abu Hamid Muhammad Sham- This officer joined the Indian Police in 1924 and has been officiat- 

soddoha, f. P. ing in i.ho rank of Superintendent of Police since 1931. As 

an Assisi ant Superintendent of Police in charge of tho Contai 
Sub-l)ivision of Midnaporo in 1930, he received the congra- 
tulations of Government for his conduct in very difficult 
eircumstancea when he had to open fire during a riot arising 
out of the CHvil Disobedionoo Movement. He takes great 
interest m all branches of his work, and his administration of 
tho District Intelligence Branch both of tho Birbhum and 
Faridpur districts during the last four years has been most 
valuable. By energetic touring he gained tho confidence of 
the poofilc in both districts and won over hesitants to the side 
of Government. 

12. Babu Jamini Mohan Banarji, This Officer’s work is of an exceptionally high order. He has

13 *0. W. Colo, I. P. (Deceased), On tho evening of April 3, 1936, a person named Cluranji Lai of 

the village of Pipargaon in the district of Fatehgarh, as a result 
of longstanding family quarrel, deliberately shot dead his siister- 
in-law and a person named Ram Singh and then sot fire to 
that portion of the house in which they lived. He then 
climbed to the roof of his own quarters and threatened to 
shoot any of tho viUagers who approached him. Information 
of this occiirronco was brought to Mr, Cole, the Superintendent 
of PoUcc, at his house in Eatchgarh at 11 p.m. that night. 

Taking his two orderlies with him Mr. Cole left at once by motor 
car and, calling at tho Eatchgarh police station for B. Jainti 
Prasad, Station Officer, proceeded to Pipargaon village. On 
arriving there he collected tho villagers and surrounded the 
house at about 1 a.tvi , Asa large part of the hou.se was stfil 
in flames, Mr. Cole first proceeded to search this portion in 
which he fouml two women and two children in a state of 
terror. Having removed them, as weU as some cattle which 
were also in the building to a place of safety, ho searched a 
small room on the roof of tho masonry portion of the house. 
Finding this empty he next devoted his attention to extinguish- 
ing the lire and then, leaving tho villagers to complete this 
work, he led a small party to make a thorough search for the 
murderer who was believed to bo somewhere inside the building. 
Mr. Cole was armed with a revolver and Sub-1 nspeotor Jainti 
Pra.sad with a • 12 bore gun and they had between them two 
electric torches. Having searched and found each of the 
rooms of this portion of tho house empty, tho party arrived 
near a room the door of which was half-opon, Mr. Cole went 
toward.s the room and flashed his oloctrio torch on the doorway 
when, it appears fie suddenly porooived the murderer sitting 
on a stool just inside tho door with his gun ready to fire. The 
murderer fired his gun at the light of the torch a second before 
Mr. Colo fired his revolver. Mr. Colo foU and the murderer 
tliereiqion fired his second barrel at tho 8ub-Inspector, who, 
although badly wounded, was able to crawl into the court- 
yard from where ho was carried outside by other members of 
tho party. The rest of the pofioe party and tho villagers

thoroafter Hurroutiflod tlie house and sont for reinforoements 
which arrived at 4 A.M. Ttie house was then again approached 
ant] ultimately the murderer was found lying dead in the room 
from whieli ho fiad fired on Mr. Cole apparently having com- 
mitted aiiieido. 

Mr, Cole was killed almost instantaneously', wliilo the Suh-Inspoctor 
died ill hospital on the following morning. 

Ill tackling a desperate murderer who luid vowed to shoot any'one 
who attempted to arrest him and who was not taken by sur- 
pri.se, Mr. Cole displayed great courage and disregard for his 
]iersoiial safety', while his rescue at considerable risk to himself 
of the women and children from the burning hon.se testifies to 
his humanity. 

14. ' Minntaz Ali Khan, Suh- RncDm Charan, a notorious absconder belonging to the town of 

Inspector of Police. Khair in the Aligarh district had been wanted for five years by 

the police of tho Aligarh Muttra, and Rulandshahr districts 
for murder and dacoity. Re.spon.siblc for at least five murder.s, 
he had established a reign of terror in the Aligarh district by 
hi.s daring murder of yiersons who had given information against 
him and ho had oven threatened to miu’der any police officer 
whom he might have rea,son to believe to be making particular 
efforts to arresf. him. Apart from the terror which he inspired, 
ho had many sympathizers and it had become exceedingly 
difficult and dangerous to obtain accurate information about 
his movements. 

Sub-Inspector Mumtaz Ali Khan who was posted to the police 
stalion of Chandausi which adjoins that of Khair set himself 
with great patience and porseveranco to obtain rehahle informa- 
tion about Radha Charan’s movements, On November 19, 
1935, lie received information that Radlia Churan, together 
with some conipanioiis, earryiruj arms, would proceed in a motor 
ear towards Agra. Tlie .Suh-Trispo< f or at onco went to Aligarh 
to i nform Mr. Thoiupaon , the Superintendent of Pohoo. Taking 
a party of police officers with thorn, Mr. Thompson and .Sub- 
Inspector Mumtaz Ali Khan went to the railway level crossing 
near Hathras wdiere they arranged to have the gates closed 
and concealed themselves on each side of the road. When 
the car arrived and was stopped at the crossing, .Sub-Inspector 
Mumtaz Ali Klian ayjproached and identified it. On his 
giving the signal he and tho other members of the party rushed 
towards the car in which Radha Charan was sitting with a 
loaded double-harreUcd gun between his knees. .Sub- Inspector 
Mumtaz Ah Khan together with .Superintendent of tho Pohee 
and other pohco officens closed with him and after a severe 
struggle overpowered him . 

In obtaining information of Radha Charan’s mov'ements .Sub- 
Inspector Mumtaz Ah Klian showed commendable zeal and 
rcsonrce and in tho prominorit part which ho took in effecting 
this armed criminal, who was accompaniod by othens who 
might also he armed, ho displayed personal courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order. 

15, *Rai Bahadur Shiam Singh, I. P. On the night of April 11/12, 1936, Con.stable Jagannath Singh, 

who had tho day before rpiarrclled with the head moharrir of 
tlie pohee station in tho Hamirpur district at which he was 
posted, took advantage of the fact that he was on sentry duty 
to obtain a Government musket together with some ammuni- 
tion by burning down the door of tho malkhana. He then 
entered the head constable's rpnirter.s, shot the officer who was 
a.sleep and escaped from the police station. The head constable 
died a few day.s later. 

On hearmg of this outrage Mr. .Shiam .Singh, the Superintendent 
of Police of the Hamirjmr district immediately proceeded to 
tho police station where he aseertained that the mimderor 
had taken refuge in a viUago some six miles away. He 
thereupon went to the village where ho found that Jagannath 
Singh was in tho house of a local bad character and had 
threatened to shoot anyone who interfered with him. As 
it was foxmd impossible to arrest the murderer by stratagem, 
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Mr. Shiam Singb deoidod upon a direct attack. Taking five 
pokoo officers with him he advanced quietly until the party 
arrived outeide the room in which Jagannath Singh was lying 
on a bod with the musket under his legs. Mr. Shiam Singh, 
closely foUowed hy Constables Jhao Lai and Tnfail Ahmad, 
rushed into the house and, despite the fact that Jagannath 
Singh was a wrestler of good physique, disarmed and arrested 
him . 

In effecting the arrest of this desperate miu-derer Mr. Shiam Singh 
displayed comraendahlo courage. 

10. *Razi Uddin, Constn.ble. On August 22, 1036, Constable Razi Uddin was a member of one 

of two parties consisting of police officers and members of the 
public who had been eoUected by the officer in charge of the 
Baheri police station to effect the arrest of three suspicious 
strangers who had boon seen in the Baheri Bazar mosque. 
By the time the party had arrived at the mosque, however, 
the suspects had left but were subsequently located in a 
confectioner’s shop by Constable Razi Uddin and his party. 
The three men made every effort to evade arrest. One of 
them named Laddan Khan made good his escape by firing his 
revolver at one of the private persons who was attempting 
to hold him. The second escaped after inflicting serious 
knife wounds on the villager who had seized him. The third, 
Hafiz Bashir, who had been tackled by Constable Razi Uddin, 
drew his revolver and fired at the constable. Constable Razi 
Uddin, however, maintained his hold and prevented him from 
using his weapon with any effect. The struggle continued 
until the Sub-Inspector and his party arrived and rhsarmed 
Hafiz Bashir. Haflz Bashir was subsequently convicted and 
sentenced to rigorous imprisonment for ten years for attempted 
murder, whUo Constable Razi Uddin’s gallant conduct waa 
particularly commended by the Sessions Judge. 

Constable Razi Uddiif displayed courage and determination of 
very high order. 


PUNJAB. 

17. Percy Lancelot Orde, T. P., During the course of his service in the Punjab and Delhi, dating 
C.T.E. from the year 1907, Mr. Orde haa been called upon to meet 

.situations of difficulty and danger on an unusual number of 
ot^casions. His valuable services at Delhi in connection with 
the disturbances of 1919 were acknowledged by His Majesty’s 
Secretary of State and the Govermnent of India. In 1921 
ho was placed on special duty at Nankana Sahib, at that time 
the focal point of Sikh fanaticisin. In his work there, in 
oonditions of peculiar dohoacy, he showed tact and common- 
sense in a remarkable degree. In November of the same year 
he was appointed as Superintendent of Pohee in the important 
district of Forozepore, and in 1923 received the congratula- 
tions of the Inspector-General for his share in the capture of 
a gang of armed daooits. At the end of 1923 his services were 
again put at the disposal of the Delhi Administration, where 
he remained till May 1 928. His work in the capital city, parti- 
cularly during the communal tension of 1926-27, was recog- 
nised by his appointment as a Companion in the Most Eminent 
Order of the Indian Empire (Birthday .Honours, 1927), In 
February 1929 he returned to the Punjab to serve as Deputy 
Inspector-General of the Central Range, In April of the same 
year he came to special notice for the effioionoy with which 
be handled a dangerous oomraunal situation in Lahore. His 
services in connection with the Lahore session of the Indian 
National Congress at Christmas 1929 again earned the com- 
mendation of the Punjab Government. In September 1930 
Mr. Orde was put in charge of the Punjab Criminal Investiga- 
tion Department and in the summer of 1935 he was appointed 
to officiate as Inspeotor-General. Ho was thus in charge of 
the whole police force of the province at the time of the bitter 
dispute between Sikhs and Muslims in regard to the Shahid- 
ganj Gurdwara. Mr. Orde decided to take personal charge 
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of the police operations in Lahore, and was on duty almost 
oontinuously throughout the 19th July and the two succeeding 
days, when the police were repeatedly in contact with violent 
crowds. His coohioss and cheerfulness throughout these opera- 
tions, carried out at the very height of the hot season, were an 
itispiration to the force under his command, while his grasp 
of the situation and sound judgment were an asset of the 
greatest value to the local Government. The oahn courage 
shown hy Mr. Orde on this occasion was of a piece with tlie 
whole of his official career, and merits the award of the 
King’s Police Medal. 

Throughout his career Mr. Ordo’s work has been higldy efficient. 

18. ‘"Henry Donald Mortimer Scott, Mr. Scott joined the Indian Police in January 1920. In June 

I. P. 1036 he was po.stod to Eerozeporo, a district which for some 

years pa.st has hcen notorious for daooity, and at once showed 
the greatest energy and skill in hunting down daooits and 
absconders. On the IQth Febmary 1936 ho received informa- 
tion that two outlaws, each wanted for a number of murders 
and other serious olTences, had taken refuge in a house in a 
village known as Buttar Bakoha. Ho at once summoned a 
body of police from headquarters and proceeded to surround 
the house — a large building with a courtyard and a number of 
outhouses and stables. At this stage one of the outlaws shot 
a young constable who was approaching the main door of the 
house, inflicting fatal injuries. Soon after this two bombs were 
thrown at the police, one of which exploded in a manure heap 
immediately behind Mr. Scott. Fortunately he was 
untouched, except by a few small pieces of wire and nails. 
Owing to the approach of darkness Mr. Scott then decided to 
use lachrymatory gas to force the outlaws to nui'‘- their shelter. 
Ho personally fired a gas gun from a roof ITlrtolt was exposed 
to the outlaws’ fire, anil supervised the digging of holes in the 
roof through which gas bombs were thrown into the room. 
After some time a loud explosion was heard, and it was subse- 
quently fovmd that one of the outlaws had dropped one of 
his bombs and killed himself. The further employment of 
tear gas eventually drove the second man out, shootmg wildly. 
The poUoe returned the fire, killing the daooit. The conspi- 
cuous courage and leadership displayed by Mr. Scott in this 
very successful operation entitle him to special recognition. 

19. (Toorge Durrant, I. P. . , Durrant was appointed to the Indian Police in October 1922 

after having served for several years in the Army during the 
Great War. In March 1934 ho was posted to the Muzaffar- 
garh District as Superintendent of Police. This district 
lying between the Indus and Chenab rivers, has always pro- 
vided a peculiarly suitable field for the activities of the cattle 
thief, so much so that both pohoe and public had almost come 
to regard the prevalence of this form of crime as an incurable 
evil. Mr. Durrant refused to accept this state of alfairs, and 
immediately devoted himself to organising a campaign against 
cattle thieves and the receivers of stolen cattle. Steps were 
taken to ensure that as many oases of cattle theft as possible 
were reported and investigated by the police. At the same 
time a complete reorganisation was carried out of the system 
of patrols, both on the rivers and on land. The results were 
soon seen, 219 animals valued at Rs. 12,034 being recovered 
in 1934 os compared with 33 in the previous year. The 
measures taken to deal with organised bands of Lohri cattle 
thieves from Sind were so successful that so far as is known 
there was not a single theft in the district in 1936 by criminals 
of this type. In that year 366 cases were registered on the re- 
covery of stolen animals, and 429 animals valued at Es. 20,006 
were recovered. Convictions of the cattle thieves rose 
from 61 in 1933 to 120 in 1936, while no less than 211 receivers 
were convicted in the latter year as compared with 40 in 1933. 
These figures indicate a remarkable measure of sucoess in 
defiling with a type of crime which presents peculiar difficul- 
ties in a locality which specially favopre it, Mr. Duirant’s

tenure of the police charge of the MuzafFargarh district provides 
a landmark in its criminal administration and kas earned him 
the gratitude of its inhabitants.

21. Archibald Clifford Smith, I. P. Mr. Smith served in the Home Civil Service (Intermediate) and 

was employed in the Ministry of Pensions, London, from the 
7th December 1911 to the 6th January 1921 when his services 
were transferred to the Indian Police. Ho also served m the 
Army from the 25th October 1915 to the 16th May 1919. He 
was appomted an Assistant Superintendent of Police in Burma 
on the 7th February 1921. He was confirmed as a District 
Superintendent of Police on the 29th August 1925, and held 
the post of Principal of the Burma Provincial PoUoe Training 
School, Mandalay, from the 30th May 1927, to the 7th May 
1930. In February 1931 he was posted to the charge of 
the Police of the Thayetmyo District. Not more than a 
couple of months after he had assumed charge the rebellion 
which had started in the Tharrawaddy District spread to the 
Thayetmyo District. On the 11th April Mr. Smith with 20 
Mlhtary Police and some Civil Police under him encountered 
about 100 rebels armed with das and two guns. The rebels 
retreated into the jungle. Several of them were however 
wounded and one was left behind. Fifty Military Police 
reinforcements arrived on the 12th April and in the afternoon 
of the following day Mr. Smith engaged about 200 rebels. 
He led the attack and was severely wounded, being the only 
casualty on the Police side. Six rebels were killed and several 
wore wounded. The wound Mr. Smith received was a very 
grievous one, the right thigh having been fractured. He was 
several months under treatment and has a permanent shorten- 
ing of the right leg. On his return from leave in July 1932

Burma Military PoUoe. Police. He joined the Force as a sepoy in 1903 and rose by 

dint of hard and good work, loyalty and integrity, to the 
highest post attainable in the Military PoUoe m 1932, that of 
Naib Commandant. His war record is outstanding. He 
served with the Burma Mounted Rifies in Persia and Waziriston 
from the 13th August 1916 to the 18tb November 1920 and 
was granted a Jangi Inam of Rs. 10 per mensem for ffistin- 
guished service in the Field. He was mentioned for good 
work in the Field in the despatch of Brigadier-General Sir P. M. 
Sykes, K.G.I.E., C.M.G., Commanding Troop, Persia. He 
was awarded the I. D. S. M. for gallantry in the Field in 
January 1918 and a Bar to the medal in July 1918. He was 
appointed Subedar-Major in 1929 and served with the Bhamo 
Battalion, Burma Military Pohoe, until transferred to the 
Reserve Battalion in 1932 on promotion to the rank of Naib- 
Commandant. He is now Assistant Remount Officer, an

great suocess. Ho is a typioal Sith gentleman, highly res- 
pectetl by all ranks and elassos. He is straight forward and 
dependable and his loyalty is beyond question . The title of 
Sardar Bahadur was oonferred on him on the 1st January 
1934. 

23. U Than (2), K.S.M., T.D.M., U Than joined the Police Force in October 1909 as a Constable 
Deputy Superintendent of Police and by his abihty and merit has raised himself to the rank 
and Sub-divisional Police Officer. which he now occupies. Within throe years he was promoted 

to Sub-Inspeotor of Pohce, a phenomenally rapid rise. He 
thoroughly justified the confidence placed in him and was 
made permanent. In 1915 he was expressly selected for 
duty as Instructor at Mandalay on account of his knowledge 
of registers and police routine. In 1917 he was recommended 
for an Inspeciorship for an act of bravery in arresting an 
armed man while he himself was unarmed. In 1918 he was 
promoted to the rank of Inspector and in 1926 by continued 
good work to that of De^ty Superintendent of Police, which 
he has held ever since. During his career U Than has been 
the recipient of almost every reward which an ofiicer can 
claim. Apart from the ordinary commeridatory entries and 
16 (-lood Service Certificates, ho was awarded a Good Service

and one second. His services for four years in the Criminal 
Investigation Department, where he introduced the card 
index system, was good. He was appointed Subodar of the 
2nd Company, Gurkha Military Polioe, and was conspicuous 
for the efficient organization, training and control of the new 
unit. In 1926 ho was appointed 2nd in Command of the 
double Company and has raised the discipline to a very high 
standard and the smartness of the officers and men, their 
efficiency and most important of all, the exceUence of their 
behaviour have evoked considerable praise. In recognition 
of his excellent and loyal services, the title of Sardar Bahadur 
was conferred upon him.

26. * Mir Zaman, Yiisafzai, de- On the 8th April, 1936, Subedar Mir Zaman was returnin g from 
ceased Subedar, Frontier Con- a patrol on the Jani Khel border to Jani Khol Frontier Con- 
stabulary. stabulary Post, when he noticed an armed man in the neigh- 

bourhood of Nananur village, about a mile from the border 
of the Tribal territory. The Subedar quickened his pace in 
order to find out who the man was and whether his rifle was 
licensed. The man immediately started tO rim in the direc- 
tion of the border, and in view of this suspicious conduct 
the Subedar divided his party in two in order to prevent 
his escape. The Subedar himself with three rifles overtook 
the man, but when the latter saw that escape was impossible, 
he fired at a range of about 7 yards and the Subedar was 
struck in the abdomen and foU. The man was closing in on 
the Subedar when the latter raised himself from the ground 
and fired four rounds from his revolver and killed him. On 
hearing tho noise of the shots a number of people emerged 
armed from the village of Kui Ali Khel nearby across the 
border. Tho Subedar reahsed that the people were hostile 
and outnumbered his party considerably. So he stood up 
and having seized the dead man’s rifle began to conduct a 
retreat. In a short time, however, the Subedar collapsed, 
and as he was clearly dying the party halted and took up 
defensive positions, as the result of which a fight with the 
armed villagers was averted. The Subedar’s action in thus 
pursuing and killing his assailant when he himself was mortally 
wounded, followed by his continuing to lead his men up to 
the moment of his coUapse, showed gallantry and devotion 
to duty of a very high order. 


Subedar Mir Zaman had nearly 26 years’ good record of military 
and Frontier Constabulary service to his credit and was on 
the verge of retirement. During the lost 3 years he had been 
a prominent figure in the campaign launched in Bannu to 
reduce iUicit armament and had been instrumental in recover- 
ing 6 fire arms with 63 five rounds and arrested 26 outlaws 
and other cr imin als partly in conjimotion with Polioe and 
partly with Frontier Constabulary parties under his com* 
maud.

L. Sir Ohtirles linnka Ounuing- !3ir Cliarloti Cunningham has a long record of distinguished 
ham, Kt.. C.S, f., Indian service. He joined the Indian Bohco in December 1904, as 
Tolioo. probationary Assistant Superintendent of Police and held 

various charges as Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
Deputy Cominissioner of Police, Madras City, District Super- 
intendent of Police, Commissioner of Pohee, Travanoore and 
Commissioner of Police, Madras, till 1930. In May 1980, he 
was appointed to officiate as Inspector General of Police find 
was confirmed in that appointment in October of the same 
year. 

In 1929, he was awarded the Kin g's Police Medal for general 
administrative abihty and for his special services in connec- 
tion with a difficult strike situation in Coimbatore in 1927, 
and in 1931 he was awarded the “0. 8. I.” He was knighted 
in 1933 and was awarded the Silver Jubilee Medal in 193fi. 
His service has throughout his long service been and continues 
to be distinguished by his great abihty and devotion to duty. 

2. Donald Orosslev Indian Crossley joined service as. Probationary Assistant Superin- 

' tendent of Police in December 1922, and held various charges 

as Assistant Superintendent of Police and officiating District 
Superintondent of Police till 1930.

In 
this difficult charge, Mr. Crossley’s untiring energy and 
thoroughness have achieved very notable results ahke in the 
detection and in the prevention of crime. In particular two 
features of his work have shown such special initiative and 
abihty as to deserve spociel recognition. He has succeeded 
in inducing the wandering criminal gangs of Tclaga Pamolas 
which have ravaged the northern districts of the presidency 
from time out of mind to settle voluntarily on lands which 
his enthusiasm discovered for them, and as a community to 
give up their criminal lives. Secondly in a greater measure 
than in most other districts he has succeeded in enlisting 
the co-oporation with the Pohee of the village populations of 
his district, which has not only led to good results in the 
control of criminals and crime, but has improved in a 
marked degree the relationship between his district Force 
and the general public.

He thereafter did fine work during the Civil Disobedience 
Movement in the Tnticorin Sub-division in respect of which 
the Inspector General of Police referred to him in aj^preoia- 
tive terms as a “tower of strength." He brought to book 
tile offender concerned in an important and complicated 
Bank fraud case in I’uticorin and also did outstanding work 
in a case of extensive note forgery in the Kajahmundry Sub- 
Division. Thoroughly dependable and an indefatigable 
worker as De])uty Superintendent of Police, Kallar Ecclama- 
iiori, since 1938, his work has contributed greatly to the 
progress achieved in Kallar reform. 

This officer entered service as Sub-Inspector on 23rd October 
1918. After officiating ns Circle Inspector in 19-34 and 1935 
be went out as Circle Inspector of Police to Bellary, and 
thence came to Chittoor district in December 1936. Whilst 
be maintained a eonsi.stcntly bigli standard of work, the one 
remarkable and continuing trait in his character as a man and 
as Police officer has been his thorough .straightforwardness, 
He took charge of Kalahasti circle at the end of Iasi, year 
when the crime and criminals of the Circle were out of 
control. Whole villages had taken to the systematic organisa- 
tion of crime. Two hatches of criminals under iuttnenfial 
leadership were indulging in crime and the local Police Eoree 
had lost credit.. This officiating Inspector tackled the difficult 
situation with which ho was faced vigorously and sy-stcraati- 
cally and by his own personal unremitting efforts and the 
stimulation and guidance of his subordinates broke up all the 
considerable criminal organisations at work and achieved 
outstanding success , 

Mr. Jagadisa Ayyar bus a record of long, faithful and dis- 
tinguished service and is an officer of outstanding merit. 
He entered the Police in 1902 and is now, on the verge of re- 
tirement, officiating as District Superintendent of Police in 
an important district. His service throughout his career 
has been distinguished by tact, hard work, intelligence, 
and ability.

Head constable Narasayyar has a record of 85 years’ good service 
to his credit. He was enlisted as a Police Constable on 1st 
July 1901, and by dint of good work rose to the position of 
Head Constable in 1908. In the year 1921, he was chosen 
for Special Branch work in view of his intimate knowledge of 
men and conditions in Coimbatore district, and speedily dis- 
tinguished himself, Ha rendered valuable service during the 
Civil Disobedience Movement as also in the Madras 
Conspiracy cases of 1938 in which he took part in arresting 
one of the members of the gang armed with a loaded revolver 
at Coimbatore. In view of his long and meritorious service 
he was granted Their Majestys’ Silver Jubilee Medal in 1986. 
His outstanding good work and exemplary conduct through 
his long service deserves recognition. 


This officer enlisted as & Sub-Inspector of Police in 1909, in 
the Tanjore district. He did excellent work in important 
and difficult stations of the district and in Madras City, in 
recognition of which be was promoted to the rank of Inspector 
of Police in 1926. As Inspector be was specinlly selected to 
work in important circles of a number of districts. These 
charges were a real test of efficiency and character and 
throughout this period his work was of a high order. 

He showed outstanding ability in dealing with the Civil Dis- 
obedience Movement of 1930 in Karaikudi circle, Tlamnad 
district, where, with influential supporters, it would have 
assumed serious proportions but for his prompt and firm 
handling of the situation in its initial stages. Again in 
TinneveUy circle in 1931 this officer effectively put a stop to 
the intensive pioketting which was being conducted on an 
organised scale, and promptly brought to book the mis- 
oreante who threw bombs on Police quarters, by way of 
reprisal.

On the 2Hh Aiiril 1936 at about 2 I’.M., whan rioting 
hatwean Hindus and Muslims had broken out in different 
parts of Poona city, information was received that an attach' 
was being made on a Si.kh temple in Ganash Path, A police 
party was immediately despatched to deal with the situation 
and a little, later Sovgcanli Synionds was sent to assist. When 
he arrived there, the mob had disjiorsed towards Darnwala 
Bridge followed by the ])olicc party. Suddenly Hergeiint 
Syinonds heard shonis from a gully close at hand and, on 
going to inyestigate, found a howling mob of Muhammadans 
advancing and throwing stones as thpy cunic. There was no 
time to get help to prevent an attack on the Sikh temple. 
Sergeant Rymonds, realising this, decided to take action him- 
self and atop the mob. He drew his revolver and advanced 
on the crowd. His decisive action and great courage had the 
desired effect and the crowd brrike and dispersed withonlj 
doing any material damage. 'Phe Bikh temple was thus 
saved from attack. Its destruction would have embroiled 
the Sikhs and bronghi a third party inio the riots. Sergemit 
Svmonda rendered very valuable service and showed 
consicrahle resource on this occasion.

His courage, so unnerved tlie 
inob that they broke and before they recovered the fire engine 
was through. 

Sergeant Duncan's bold action prevented aiiotber mosque from 
being destroyed. All Ibis he did with one arm praclfcally 
useless as he received rather a severe injury to his hand during 
the iiiuriiiug. bergeaiit Duiiean has only 3 years' service but 
bis eoiirageiam conduct merits recognition.

Tbe services ot Captain Swales were placed at tbe disposal of 
the Governmont of Parma for employment with tlie Burma 
Military Polieu with effect from the 17th February 1933 and 
he will revert to Military service in February J937.

He was also on special duty in East Godavari, district when 
the Civil Disobedience Movement was revived in 1931-32 and 
again in the Coconada Conspiracy Case^ — a conspiracy to assas- 
sinate the Deputy Superintendent of Police, Coconada, and other 
officers. 

He was on special duty for 4 months and his investigation 
extended throughout the Madras Presidency and Pondicherry. 
He also gathered evidence which was used in the Madras Con- 
spiracy Case. During the trial of the Coconada Conspiracy Case 
he was selected to assist the specially appointed Public Pro- 
secutor. 

In 1984 he was responsible for the detection of an important 
inter-district counterfeit coining case and was on duty with the 
Public Prosecutor before the High Court, Madras. 

During the past 18 months as in charge of the Circle he has 
worked with great zeal and has done much to improve police 
work in Koraput and Jeypore Circles. 

His character and conduct are exemplary and wherever he 
has been he has earned the respect of the public. 

During his 23 years' service ho has earned 16 Good Service 
entries and 10 cash rewards. 

100 . Abdul Rahim, Havildar. Sk, Abdul Rahim entered the Police force as a constable in 

the year 1909 and was promoted to the rank of Havildar in 
1929. During Ms 27 years of service, he earned 53 rewards, 2 
good service marks and 10 commendations. He has an excel- 
lent record all through, during which, he always won the appre- 
ciation of his superiors by his smart captures of burglars, thieves 
and absconders. Ho did excellent work during the last Civil 
Disobedience Movement.

As Sub-Inspector of Police, he was at 
Police. successful investigating officer with plenty of detective ability. 

By devotion to duty, ha won the appreciation of his superiors 
and was promoted to the rank of Inspector in the year 1925. 
He has a remarkably blameless record extending over a period 
of 29 years of service, entirely without punishment, either major 
or minor, whereas 89 rewards, 22 good service marks and 48 
commendations were earned. He was mentioned for several 
successive years in the Annual Administration Reports. As 
Prosecuting Inspector ho is a good disciplinarian and his legal 
acumen has made him popular with both Bench and Bar, His 
keenness and energy, during the last Civil Disobedience Move- 
ment, secured for him a Sanad from His Excellency the- 
Governor of Bihar and Orissa.

105, Pandit Washeshwar Nath Pandit Washeshwar Nath Datta took over charge of the Pohco 

Datta, Inspector General oi of Bundi State in 1928 when the force was almost entirely 
Police. unorganised and untrained, and gave practically no security to. 

the public. By determined application and methodical 
efficiency he has succeeded in organising a well disciplined, well 
equipped and effective force with a sound system of recruit- 
ment, training and administration. Crime has declined by 
40 per cent. In 1031-32 in the State there were 824 Criminal 
cases in 1934-85 there wore 619. No serious dacoity has been, 
committed in the State for the last four years. 

He himself set an excellent example to his men when he at 
considerable personal risk led a force which captured a notori- 
ous gang of dacoits. 

He has been particularly successful in dealing with the Bundi 
Kanjars (a Criminal tribe) who were a terror and a constant 
menace to the State and neighbouring territories, wont un- 
armed and alone among the Kanjars and succeeded in inducing 
many absconding famihes and ex-convicts whose sole occupa- 
tion was rapine and murder to come in from their haunts on 
tho difficult Mewar-Bundi border and take up agriculture in a. 
State Kanjar Settlement near Bundi town. Over 600 of tho 
Kanjars have been living happily and prosperously in the 
Settlement for over four years and show no inclination to 
revert to their previous habits. 

In making a recommendation on his behalf for the Indian Police 
Medal, the Bundi Darbar have paid a tribute to bis admirable 
service and hie courage.
